We regret to note what we hold to be a grave 
breach of military discipline and decorum on the part 
of certain staff and regimental non-commissioned 
officers at Fort Missoula, in sending a circular letter 
to the “Soldiers of the United States Army,” asking, 
at the suggestion of the National Adjutant of the 
Regular Army and Navy Union, that subscriptions 
be sent to the said National Adjutant to defray the 
expense of a visit to Washington, D. C., of officers of 
the organization in question, “for the purpose of 
urging upon the Military Committees the propriety 
and justice of amending the present retiring law for 
enlisted men, to read twenty-five, instead of thirty 
years.” “We are assured,” says the appeal, “that 
the chances for the passage of this desirable measure 
are bright, but the R. A. and N. U. officers must be 
on the alert and near the Capitol to prevent the bill 
being pushed aside by many other deserving meas- 
ures. In order to do this, the ‘sinews of war’ must be 
forthcoming.” We feel certain that lobbying efforts, 
such as seem to be contemplated, will not advance 
the passage of the measure in question, but will, in 
fact, retard, if not utterly destroy, its prospects of 
passing, for there is, we fancy, a growing sentiment 
in Congress against being “worked” in these indirect 
ways. The rank and file of the Army are not pro- 
hibited from seeking beneficent legislation, but peti- 
tions to that end should be made in the proper mili- 
tary way and through the proper military channels. 
Any other way will certainly fail to achieve the end 
desired, and, is likely to entail positive re- 
strictions, which have not so far been found meces- 
sary.

goes on to say that the depth of 20 ft. of the canal, that 
of the present vessels of the Navy, the New York, In- 
diana and Massachusetts, could not pass through with- 
out slightly enlarging it. The distance from Raritan Say 
to League Island is only about 78 miles—a saving of 160 
miles compared with the outside course. 

The article goes into details of the various canals pro- 
and practicable, which connect Norfolk with 
The canals now existing in this chain 
all need enlargement. Dr. Miller shows a_ thorough 
knowledge of the subject, to which he has given, appar- 
ently, close study. From Charleston there has long been 
au navigable channel to Ferdinanda, Florida. From the 
latter port a canal is proposed across the neck of tie 
Florida peninsula to the Gulf coast, and there is already 
aun inside route all along the northern coast of the Gulf 
to Mobile and to New Orleans.

The joint committee on the personnel of the Navy met 
on Tuesday of this week, and agreed to report an omni- 
bus bill to the committees of both Houses, the report to 
be made on Friday in time for action by the House 
Committee on that day, and by the Senate Committee on 
Wednesday of next week. The bill reported is practically 
the same bill prepared by the joint committee during the 
lust session. A synopsis of it is given elsewhere. The 
advocates of the measure will make a hard fight for its 
passage during the present session, but the chances of 
favorable action by both Houses are rather remote. 
Speaker Crisp has assured the Representatives of the 
House on the joint committee that the Committee on 
Rules will report a resolution fixing a time for taking up 
the bill, and it is, therefore, practically assured that the 
Hlouse will come to a vote upon it. It has been found im- 
practicable by the committee to frame a bill that would 
be satisfactory to the entire Navy, and the measures 
which they have adopted is being severely criticised. in 
some quarters, and will meet with some very determined 
opposition in both Houses. It is thought that the pro- 
visions for giving positive rank to the staff and for the 
equalization of pay will meet with opposition. 


Capt. William Gerlach, 3d Inf., in his recent annual 
report of small arms practice, in the Dept. of Dakota,

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION, 


The House went to work on the appropriation bills this 
week with great vigor. The Urgent Deficiency bill was 
taken up ou Wednesday and was passed on Thursday. 
It was followed by the Fortification Appropriation bill, 
which was put through after a brief explanation by Mr. 
Livingston, practically without debate and without amend- 
ment in any respect. The Pension bill was then taken up, 
but was laid aside on account of the absence of several 
gentlemen who wished to speak upon it, and the Military 
Academy bill was taken up in its stead. Mr. MeMillin, of 
Tennessee, made a point of order against a proviso “that 
the detachments of enlisted men at the Military Academy, 
heretofore designated as the General Army Service, Quar- 
termaster’s Department, and the cavalry detachment, sha] 
be fixed at such numbers, not exceeding 215 enlisted men 
in both detachments, as in the opinion of the Secretary of 
War the necessities of the public service may from time to 
time require, and said detachments shall not be included 
in the effective strength of the Army, nor counted as part 
of the enlisted force provided for by law, but shall be in 
acdition thereto.” 

Mr. MeMillin contended that this was new legislation 
and was not in the direction of reducing expenses. The 
point of order was sustained, but Mr. Outhwaite suc- 
ceeded in having the ruling modified so as to admit as 
much of the proviso as limited the detachment to 21» 
men. The bill was then passed without further debate or 
amendment. Mr. MeMillin’s point of order prevented 
what would have been the addition of the small number 
of 215 men to the enlisted strength of the Army.

On Friday, Dee. 14, the House Committee on Military 
Affairs reported the Army Appropriation bill to the 
house. The bill carries an appropriation of $23,299,800, 
being less by $168,616 than that for the current year, 
and $1,305,874 below the estimates. New legislation in 
the bill provides for the transfer of the Fort Leaven- 
worth military prison to the Department of Justice, and 
for a reduction of five Majors in the Pay Corps and four 
Captains in the Subsistence Department. These redue- 
tions provide that no more oflicers of these grades shall 
be appointed to these corps until the total number in 
them has been reduced by five officers in these grades.

The War Department recently opened bids for furnish- 
ing the Army with ten 10-inch disappearing gun carriages 
of the Buflington-Crozier type, which are intended for 
the fortifications at the important coastwise cities. The 
bids ranged from about $20,000 to $12,000 for each car- 
riage, and were so surprisingly low that the Department 
has ordered an investigation of the ability of the lower 
bidders to fulfill the Government's requirements. The 
first carriage of this type is said to have cost the De- 
partment $49,000, which would have placed the manufac- 
ture of the ten now called for at nearly one-half million 
of dollars, instead of about $120,000, if the lowest bid- 
der’s proposition is accepted. It is expected that a report 
will be received at the Ordnance Bureau next week, and 
soon after a contract will be awarded and the carriages 
hurried along to completion. 


The only fault we have to find with, the Christmas num- 
ber of “Harper’s Montlily Magazine” is the cover.

He was executive officer of the 
Norfolk, the flagship of Admiral Porter’s mortar fleet, 
and took an active part in the bombardment of Forts 
Jackson and St. Philip, below New Orleans. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in 1862, and the following year was 
ut to the steamship Santiago de Cuba, on which he 
took an active part in the capture of the blockade run- 
ir Britannia. He was the executive officer of the Flor- 
da, aud succeeded in cutting out and capturing several 
prize steamers, during which his vessel was under fire 
from the half-moon and the batteries from Fort Fisher. 
As executive otlicer of the Lehigh, he captured a block- 
ade runner and towed her suecessfully to Philadelphia. 
Hie was the executive officer on board of the Junietta, 
under the command of Admiral D. L. Braine, when it 
went to the North Pole in search of the Polaris. On his 
returm he was executive officer of the Colorado, and in 
IST> «Was promoted Commander and commanded the 
jron-clad Nantucket. Subsequently he served in many 
responsible positions, being promoted to Captain in 1890, 
and was retired for disability Sept. 26, 1891. He leaves 
a widow and seven children. The remains were taken to 
Geneva, N. Y., for interment. 

Lawrence Whitney Hooker, of Los Angeles, Cal., a 
member of the senior class of the Yale Law School, 
died at the University infirmary, New York, Dec. 11 of 
blood poisoning, the result of a carbuncle on the lower 
lip. He was the grandson of the late Gen. Joseph 
Hooker, U. S. A., and his mother was a niece of the late 
lrofessor William D. Whitney, of Yale. 

General Eliakim Parker Scammon, who died Dec. 7 
at the residence of his son-in-law, Mr. N. S. Jones, in 
Audubon Park, New York City, entered oe military 
Academy in 1855, was graduated in 1837, promoted to 
the 4th Art., and in 1838 was assigned to the ‘Topographi- 
cal Ingineers, At the siege of Vera Cruz, in the Mex- 
ican War, he was on the staff of General Scott and 
rendered gallant) service. In 1853 he was promoted 
Captain, and left the Service June 4, 1856. At the be- 

inning of the Civil War he was among the first to offer 
his se rvices in, defense of the Union. He was made Col- 
onel of the 238d Ohio Vols. and appointed to the com- 
mand of Camp Chase. From June to July, 1861, Gen- 
eral Scammon was in the Western Virginia campaign, 
in em ef a brigade under Generals Rosecrans and 
Cox. Later he and his command were in the Maryland 
campaign, "Oct. 15, 1862, he was appointed Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers. He w as in the battle of An- 
tietam, and in November, 1862, was placed in command 
of the District of Kanawha. Feb. 3, 1864, he was taken 
prisoner and sent to Libby, where he remained until the 
following August. On gaining his liberty he was placed 
in command of the separate brigade at Morris Island 
during the operations against ¢ ‘harle ston. He was again 
taken prisoner. After his release from Charleston he 
was put in command of the District of Florida, remain- 
ug there until April, 1865. He was mustered out of 
service Aug. 24, 1865. In June, 1866, General Scam- 
non was appointed United States Consul at Prince 
Edward Island. He stayed there until 1870, when he 
resigned to become an engineer under General Newton in 
New York Harbor. In 1875 he accepted the Professor- 
ship of Mathematics and History in Seton Hall College, 
New Jersey, remaining there for 10 years. He has since 
engaged in no active work. For the last four years 
General Secammon has been se with his daughter, 
Mrs Jones, at Audubon Park, New York. The funeral, 
which took place on Dee. 11, was largely attended. 

Capt. W. D. Beach, 3d Cav., and Mrs. Beach have the 
sympathy of a large eircle of friends in the death, at Fort 
Leavenworth, Dec. 6, of their only child, Edwin Ray 
Beach, a bright boy in the 12th year of his age. ; 

Mr. H. . Moore, father-in-law of General Thomas H. 
Ruger, U. S. A., died Sept. 6 at St. Paul, Minn. 

Gen. ah B. Coit, a distinguished officer of Con- 
necticut Volunteers, died suddenly Dec. 8 at his home in 
Norwich, Conn. He was appointed Assistant Adjutant- 
General of Connecticut on the staff of Governor Eng- 
lish, in 1868, was Paymaster-General on the staff of 
Governor Waller in 1883-4, and one of the founders of 
the Society of the Potomac and the Society of the Sec- 
ond Army Corps. 

William B. Trufant, who died at Denver, Colo., of 
pneumonia, served as Acting Ensign, U. S. N., from 
April 2, 1863, until Aug. 19, 1865, when he was honor- 
ably discharged. He leaves a widow and two children. 

Medical Director John Mills ee, | U. S. N., retired, 
who was stricken with paralysis Dec. 4, died on Friday 
evening, Dec. 7, at his residence in Washington, D. C. 
He was born in Hinsdale, N. H., May 10, 1831, and 
entered the Navy as Assistant Surgeon May 26, 1853, 
and had a most honorable and distinguished record of 
service. During the war he served as surgeon on the 
Kearsarge during her chase after the rebel cruisers Ala- 
bama and Florida, and was with her at the time of her 
victory over the former off Cherbourg on June 6, 1864. 
Surgeon Browne wus sent to Mare Island in 1865, re- 
maining until 1880, during that time superintending the 
construction of the Naval Hospital. He was commis- 
sioned Medical Director Oct. 6, 1878; was President of 
the Medical Examining Board at Washington from 
1880 to 1882, a member of the Board of Visitors to An- 
napolis in 1881, and Naval representative to the Inter- 
national Medical Congress at London in the same year; 
was on the Board of Naval Regulations a year later, 
member of the National Board of Health in 1883, Naval 
representative at the Copenhagen Medical Congress in 
1885, and from then until 1888S a member of the Retir- 
ing Board. He was Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, with rank of Surgeon-General, from April 2, 
ISSS8, to the date of his retirement, May 10, 1893. He 
dies full of years and full of honor.

NAVY REORGANIZATION BILL. 


The joint committee of Congress on the personnel 
of the Navy, at their mecting on Tuesday last, finally 
agreed upon a bill, to be reported for passage. It 
is, in substance, the bill published in the Journals of 
July 14 last, page 810, and July 28, page 846. The 
title is amended to read, “A bill to reorganize and 
increase the efficiency of the Navy and Marine Corps 
of the United States.” 

Section 1 defines the personnel of the Navy as 
composed of ten corps. 

Sections 2-7 relate to the Naval Academy. The 
ages for admission are fixed between the ages of 15 
and 17 years The course is fixed at five years. Ex- 
aminations for admission are to be held only in May, 
and not in May and September, as now. 

Section 9 provides for an active list of 10 Rear- 
Admirals, 60 Captains, 100 Commanders, 74 Lieuten- 
ant-Commanders, 250 Lieutenants, 75 junior Lieu- 
tenants, and a sufficient number of ensigns to main- 
tain the present total of officers. 

Section 10 now reads as follows: 


Sec. 10. That the grade of Commodore on the active list of 
the Navy is hereby abolished, and officers in that grade fiow 
on the active list shall be commissioned Rear Admirals. Offi- 
cers now on the active list who are entitled to the relative 
rank of Commodore shall hereafter have the rank of Post 
Captain, and those entitled to retire with the relative rank of 
Commodore shall hereafter be entitled to retire with the rank 
of Post Captain: Provided, that nothing in this act shall be 
construed to increase the pay of officers now holding the rela- 
tive rank of Commodore. And provided further, that nothing 
in this act shall be construed to affect the pay and status of 
officers now on the retired list. Provided,that all commiss'oned 
officers of the Navy of and above the rank of Lieutenant- 
Commander, after 35 years of service, may, upon their own 
application, be placed upon the retired list with the rank and 
three-quarters the sea pay of the grade they hold. 


Sections 11-17 provide for a reserve list. 
Sections 18,19 and 20 are altered to read as follows: 


Sec. 18. ‘That officers on the active list shall perform all the 
sea and military duties of the Navy, as well as duty as chiefs 
of bureaus of the Navy Department, on boards of examina- 
ation for promotion, in command of navy yards, and naval 
stations; on board of surveying, naval training and receiving 
ships, on the lighthouse board, and as lighthouse inspectors, 
as instructors in the professional branches at the Naval Acad- 
emy and at the training station for apprentices, and such 
other duties as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe: Pro- 
vided, That in addition to the shore duties ordinarily to be 
performed by them these duties may be performed by officers 
on the reserve list in time of war, or prospect of war, or 
other emergency, to be judged of by the President, when such 
officers shall be available for any duty to which they may be 
assigned by the Secretary of the Navy; And provided further, 
hat when any officer of the reserve list shall be assigned to 
duty as instructor in any college of the United States, there 
shall be no diminution of his pay. 

Sec. 19. That all rear-admirals, except those provided for in 
section ten of this act, after the passing of this act shall be 
appointed by the President from the list of captains and con- 
firmed by the Senate. To aid and assist the I'resident in 
such appointments the board of rear-admirals, when con- 
vened, as in section twelve of this Act, or at such other times 
as may be ordered by the Secretary of the Navy, shall, hav- 
ing regard only for the efficiency of the service, select from 
the list of captains a list of names for the consideration of the 
President, numbering altogether three for each existing va- 
cancy; and such names shall be submitted with a report to 
the Secretary of the Navy, and by him transmitted to the 
President; and all the provisions governing said board of 
rear-admirals, as set forth in section twelve of this Act, shall 
apply to said board as far as may be, when proceeding under 
this section: Provided, That no captain shall be recommended 
for flag rank unless he shall have served two years or more 
as captain in command of a seagoing man-of-war; And, pro- 
vided further, That no captain shall be promoted to the 
grade of rear-admiral unless he shall have at least four years 
to serve in that grade before reaching the retiring age. 

Sec. 20. That promotion from the other grades of the line 
of the Navy except in special cases of extraordinary heroism, 
as now provided by law, shall be wholly by seniority. 

Section 21 requires six years’ service for promotion 
to Lieutenant, and three years to ensign (two-thirds 
sea service.) 

Sec. 22. Promotions are to be gazetted twice a year. 

Section 23 authorizes transfer to reserve list of 
officers entitled to voluntary retirement. 

Section 24 defines the staff corps. 

Section 25 is as follows: 

Sec. 25. That the active list of the Medical Corps of the 
at Shall consist of the following numbers, grades and 
rank: 

Hirst. Fifteen; 
tain. 

Second. Fifteen; 
mander, 

Third. Thirty; 
commander. 

Fourth. Thirty-five; title, surgeon, with rank of lieutenant. 

Fifth. Forty; tithe, surgeon (junior grade), with rank of 
lieutenant (junior grade). 

Sections 26-29 are the same as in the original bill. 

They provide that appointments to the Medical 
Corps shall be made by the President and confirmed 
by the Senate. Assistant Surgeons must be between 
21 and 26 when appointed, and must first be ap- 
proved by a board. They must serve at least two 
years at sea, and be again examined before being 
promoted to surgeon. If absent when others of his 
date are examined, he shall, upon a satisfactory ex- 
amination, take rank with them. 

Section 30 of the old bill, providing for surgeons of 
the fleet, is stricken out. The new section 30 directs 
that the “senior medical officer of the fleet” shall dis- 
charge the duties originally imposed on the surgeon 
of the fleet. For the closing provision of this section 
in the original bill, the following is substituted: 


Sec. 31. The Ohief of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
United States Navy, shall have the title of Surgeon-General., 
and he shall be appointed from the list of the medical di- 
rectors and fleet surgeons of the Navy, and governed by the 
laws relating to the chiefs of bureaus in the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Sections 33 and 34 of the original bill providing 
for increase of rank in the retired list for bureau 
service or longevity, are stricken out. 

Sec. 32. The Secretary of the Navy may appoint, for tem- 
porary service, such acting assistant surgeons as the exigencies 
of the service may require, in case of war only, who shall re- 
ceive the compensation of assistant surgeons. ° 

Sec. 33. That the active list of the Pay Corps of the Navy 
shall consist of the following numbers, grades and ranks: 
First. Thirteen, title. pay directors, with the rank of captain. 
Second. Thirteen, title. fleet paymasters, with the rank of 
commander. Third. Thirty, Uf», staff paymasters, with the 


title, medical director, with rank of cap- 
title, fleet surgeon, with rank of com- 


title, staff surgeon, with rank of lieutenant- 


rank of lieutenant-commander. Fourth. Fifteen, title, pay- 
masters, with the rank of lieutenant. Fifth. Fifteen, title, 
paymaster of the junior grade, with the rank of lieutenant, 
junior grade. Sixth. Ten, title, assistant paymasters, with 
the rank of ensign. 

Sections 34-37 prescribe as to appointment and 
bonds, and that the Chief of the Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts shall have the title of Paymaster-Gen- 
eral. (These sections are sections 35, 36, 37, 38 
and 40 of the old bill. Sections 39 and 41 to 48 of 
that bill are stricken out.) Section 38 is as follows: 

Sec. 38. That the active list of the officers of the Engineer 
Corps of the Navy shall be divided into six grades, and of 
the following numbers and rank: 

Ten, title, engineer directors, with the rank of captain. 

Fifteen, title, fleet engineers, with the rank of commander. 

Thirty-five, title, staff engineers, with the rank of lieuten- 
ant-commander. 

Fifty, title, engineers, with the rank of lieutenant. 

Forty, title, engineers of the junior grade, with the rank 
of lieutenant (junior grade). 

Forty, title, assistant engineers, with the rank of ensign. 

Sec. 39. That the Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing shall be appointed by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, from the engineer directors 
or fleet engineers of the Navy and shall be a skillful engi- 
neer. He shall hold office for the term of four years and 
shall have the title of Engineer-in-Chief. 

These are the only sections relating to the Engi- 
neer Corps, sections 51 to 55 of the old bill being 
stricken out. All that are left of the eight sections 
in the old bill, 57-64, relating to Naval constructors 
and civil engineers, are the following: 

Sec. 40. That the Chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair shall be appointed from the list of directors or inspect- 
ors of the Construction Corps, and shall be a skillful Naval 
Constructor, and shall have the title of Chief Constructor, 

Sec. 41. That the active list of the Corps of Naval Construct- 
ors shall be as follows: Three directors of construction, five 
inspectors of construction, seven staff constructors, and as 
many of the grade of constructors and assistant constructors 
as the Secretary of the Navy may deem necessary. 

See. 42. That the Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
shall be appointed by the President from the list of line offi- 
cers of the Navy not below the grade of commander. 

Section 43 fixes the rank between officers of the 
Navy with each other and with officers of the Army, 
which is not changed from the old bill. It prescribes 
that “All officers of the Navy shall take rank accord- 
ing to the dates of their commissions, and precedence 
heretofore allowed is hereby abolished.” 

Sections 44 and 45 are the same as sections 66 and 
67 of the original bill, prescribing that officers shall 
be addressed by their titles, and that staff officers 
and civil officers are not to have military command. 

Section 46 subjects staff officers to the authority 
of the line, and forbids their taking “precedence of 
the officer commanding the ship or station.” The 
clause in the original section (68) extending this pre- 
rogative to the locum tenens of the commanding offi- 
cer, is stricken out. The remaining sections, relat- 
ing to the staff corps, are as follows: 

Sec. 47. No officer of the Navy shall lose status by the sub- 
stitution of titles provided for in this act, and new com- 
missions shall be issued in conformity with its provisions. 

Sec. 48. That all officers of the Navy shall be subject to 
such examinations as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Navy, prior to promotion. 

Sec. 49. That hereafter the pay of all officers of the line, 
Medical Corps, Pay Corps, and Pngineers Corps and Chaplains, 
shall be that now provided by the law for officers of the line 
of equal rank. 

The section providing for assistant bureau chiefs 
is stricken out, and that providing for the insertion 
in the commissions of staff officers their relative rank 
with the line 

Sections 50 to 54 relate to the Marine Corps. The 
only change is in giving the appointment of the 
leader of the Marine Band to the Secretary of the 
Navy instead of to the commandant of the corps. 
The remaining sections of the bill (55-63) relate to 
the enlisted men of the Navy. They are to enlist for 
four years, and are to have “all the privileges of 
naturalization, continuous service, \jand retirement 
now accorded by law to the enlisted men of the 
Army,” are entitled to advancement, to warrant, and 
commissioned rank, six grades being established, cor- 
responding with the Army grades of private, corpo- 
ral, sergeant, Ist sergeant, sergeant-major, and one 
between that of sergeant-major and 2d Lieuten- 
ant, bearing the title of “Master.” WHonorably dis- 
charged men re-enlisting within three months, shall 
have pay for those three months. Apprentices are 
to enlist between 14 and 17, serving until 25. They 
are to have promotion to petty officers and warrant 
ranks upon the recommendation of boards, War- 
rant officers now on the active list are to be exam- 
ined, and if not found qualified, retired with pay 
according to length of service, those with less than 
eight years’ service to be wholly retired with one 
year’s pay. “No man shall be appointed as master 
warrant officer unless he shall have passed through 
the various grades of petty and non-commissioned 
officers.” 

The men for the Coast Survey and Fish Commis- 
sion services are to be in addition to the Navy es- 
tablishment, and enlisted for special service only. 
All special service men in the Navy are to be en- 
listed for general service or discharged, except bands- 
men, mess attendants, and officers’ cooks. After 
20 years’ service enlisted men may have duty as 
captains of the watch, watchmen, and shipkeepers 
at Navy yards and Navy stations, being considered 
as additional to the general service men in the Navy. 
The last section of the bill, relating to the promotion 
of enlisted men to commissioned rank, is as follows: 

Sec. 63. Whenever the vacancies in the lower grades of the 
line and Engineer Corps of the Navy shall exceed the number 
of 35, to be appointed from the graduates of the Naval Acad- 
emy, as provided in Sec. 9 of this act, appointments may be 
made by the President from the enlisted men of the Navy to 
fill such vacancies as may remain in said Corps: Provided, 
That in any one year, in time of peace, not more than three 
enlisted men shall be commissioned as ensigns and two as 
assistant engineers: Provided also, That no enlisted man shall 
be commissioned as ensign or assistant ¢ugineer In the Navy 
until he shall have been examined by a board of commissioned 
officers of the Navy, in accordance with the Regulations to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy. And provided fur- 
ther, That only enlisted men who are not over twenty-six 
years of age, who have been honorably discharged upon the 
expiration of enlistments as apprentices, and re-enlisted with 
in three months after such wr - to serve during a term 
of three or more years, shall be eligible for examination for 
the grade of ensign in the Navy: and that only enlisted men 
who are not over thirty years of age, who have served two 
consecutive enlistments of at least three years each in the 
Navy, one of which shall have been as a machinist, who have 
beea honorably disckarged at the expiration of each enlist- 
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ment, and re-enlisted within three months after each dis- 
charge to serve during a term of three or more years, shall be 
‘gible for examination, for the grade of assistant engineer in 
the Navy: Picvided, That the enlisted men selected as ell- 
sible for such appointments shall be ordered to the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis for a course of six months prior to 
examination as here provided. And whenever the number of 
sraduates of the year from the Naval Academy is not sufii- 
ient to fill all the vacancies which may have occurred during 


he year in the lower grade of the Marine Corps, appoint- 
ments may be made from the enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps to fill such vacancies as may remain in such Corps:

The Supreme Court will undoubtedly reverse Judge 
Hughes’ decision in the case of Pay-Clerk Sayre, re- 
ported last week. The Constitution provides that 
Congress shall “make rules for the governine of 
the land and naval forces.” Under that power the 
Articles of War have been enacted. A few of them 
are mandatory as to the punishment to be awarded 
for their violation, but the larger number leave the 
punishment to be fixed by courts-martial. The 60th 
Article of War provides in terms for a punishment 
of the character decided by Judge Hughes to be 
illegal. Congress has also enacted a rule authovriz- 
ing the President to prescribe specific penalties. He 
has exercised that authority to prescribe imprison- 
ment to the extent of ten years. Article of War 97 
recognizes confinement in penitentiaries by providing 
that no person in the military service shall. under 
the sentence of a court-martial, be punished by ¢oa- 
finement in a penitentiary unless his offense under 
a Federal or State statute in force at the place where 
the offense may be committed, or by the common 
law, subject the offender to such punishment. The 
Judge misreads the fifth amendment to the Consti 
tution, and enlarges the exception of the military 
when in actual service in time of war or public dan- 
ger to include the regular service. Such a ruling can- 
not obtain. 


As predicted in the Journal two weeks ago, the 
Japanese are expected daily to make a landing near 
Chefoo, and thence march upon Wei-hai-Wei. <A 
squadron of sixteen of their warships has appeared 
off Shan-hai-kwan, where an attack seems to be con- 
centrating, and China is ordering her troops to this 
point in great precipitation. From all accounts, the 
marines from the Baltimore are having a weary 
march to Pekin. The anti-foreign feeling there is 
said to be growing. The United States Legation at 
the capital is surrounded by a high wall, and should 
any trouble occur a strong defence can be made by 
those who take refuge there. 


The New York Commandery of the Loyal Legion 
took very sensible action at its last meeting in pass- 
ing the following resolution: “Resolved, That the 
Commandery recommend to the Governor and Leg- 
islature of the State of New York the passage of an 
act prohibiting the display of the flag, or emblem, of 
any foreign country, upon any State, county, or 
municipal building; provided, however, that when- 
ever any foreigner shall become the guest of the 
United States, the State, or of any city, upon public 
proclamation by the Governor, or the Mayor of such 
city, the flag of the country of which such public 
guest shall be a citizen may be displayed upon such 
public buildings.”

President Cleveland has established the remarkable 
precedent of transferring an officer of the Navy from 
the retired to the active list. The officer in question 
is Commander John Bishop, who was retired in Sep- 
tember last, upon his own application, under the 
forty-year service law At the time there was no 
question as to the legality of the retirement, and but 
for the fact that Commander Bishop made applica- 
tion to the accounting officer of the Treasury for 
some back pay which he claimed was due him, the 
trouble which afterward ensued in his case would 
have been avoided. Commander Bishop's claim was 
for pay for a period of three years and one month 
from Feb. 8, 1868, during which time he was out of 
the service, having been dropped for cause and sub- 
sequently restored by Act of Congress The account- 
ing officers disallowed the claim on the ground that 
he had no connection whatever with the service dur- 
ing the period named, and that he was as effectually 
out of the Navy as he would have been had he never 
held a commission. The Act restoring him to the 
Navy, the accounting officers held, did not contain 
the usual provision authorizing him to take rank 
from the date he was dropped. The announcement 
of this decision opened the eyes of the Navy Depart- 
ment to the fact that it had made a mistake in order- 
ing the retirement of Commander Bishop. In author- 
izing his retirement they overlooked the fact that the 
three years and one month during which he was ont 
of the service should have been deducted from the 
forty years he was supposed to have served. The 
legal authorities in the Department conferred to- 
gether, and it was finally concluded that the retire- 
ment was illegal. Then the question arose as to the 
status of Commander Bishop. Another officer had 
been promoted to succeed him, and as it was evident 
that he was not properly on the retired list, the 
officials were in considerable of a quandary to know 
what to do in the matter The case was finally re- 
ferred to the President, and it was concluded to re- 
voke the order of retirement and restore Commander 
Bishop to the active list Fortunately for the officer, 
lis successor, although he had received the ordinary 
recess promotion, had not been confirmed by the 
Senate. Had the Senate acted, Commander Bishop 
would indeed have been in an awkward position. He 
would have lost his commission, for, under a decision 
of the Supreme Court, rendered a few years ago, the 
nomination and confirmation of an officer to a place 
held by another officer, operate to deprive the latter 
of his commission There is also a question as to 
whether or not the President has authority to re- 
store an officer to the active list without authority 
from Congress, after he has been retired. This is a 
matter that will be acted upon by the accounting 
officers of the Treasury when the question comes up 
of adjusting the differences between retired and full 
pay for the time he was illegally on the retired list, 
namely, from Sept. 29 up to the present date. Alto- 
gether, the case is one of the most novel and interest- 


ing the officials have had to deal with for a long 
time. 
The letter published in the Journal last week, 


signed by a Yale student, seems to have been mis- 
understood at West Point. Our correspondent did 
not make his meaning entirely clear, but it is obvious 
that his reference was to the fact that the annual 
game between the Army and Navy has been forbid- 
den, which interdiction, in his judgment, jeopardizes 
the future of football at the Academy. 
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THE SERVICES IN CONGRESS. 

The Committee on Mliitary Affairs of the House of 
Representatives is at work on the Army Appropria- 
tion bill, and Chairman Outhwaite expects to have 
it reported before the holiday recess of Congress. 
One of the matters that may delay it is the propo- 
sition, under consideration by the Committee, to in- 
corporate in it some very important legislation for 
the Army. Under the rules of the House legislation 
cannot be enacted in an appropriation bill unless it 
is of such a character as to reduce expenditures, and 
this test must be applied to all propositions to change 
existing laws by the provisions of appropriation acts. 
The most important proposition that is being con- 
sidered by the Committee in connection with the Ap- 
propriation bill is the plan approved by Secretary 
Lamont looking to the consolidation of the Quarter- 
master-General’s Department, the Commissary-Gen- 
eral’s Department, and the Paymaster-General’s De- 
partment into a single department, known as the 
Department of Supplies. Until the Committee has 
had some discussion of this proposition it will be im- 
possible to say whether or not it will receive favora- 
ble consideration, but the probabilities are strongly 
against any such legislation. Some of the conrserva- 
tive men on the Committee will be strongly opposed 
to it, and even if it should be reported to the House 
it would be difficult to get such a radical change in 
the organization of the staff corps of the Army 
through at a short session of Congress. Chairman 
Outhwaite has not declared definitely in favor of the 
proposition, though he has frequently taken the 
ground that the staff corps of the Army were, as a 
rule, larger and more expensive than they should be 
in an army of the size of that of the United States. 
He said on Wednesday of this week, in discussing 
this question, that he appreciated the fact that these 
corps ought to be large enough to meet any emer- 
gency that might devolve upon them, but at the 
same time he thought reductions might be made in 
some direction. 

Mr. Outhwaite did not talk very hopefully of the 
chances of any legislation looking to a general reor- 
ganization of the Army during the present session. 
He said that the temper of the present Congress 
seemed to be against any increase in the Army, and 
it would be very difficult to devise any plan of reor- 
ganization that would be effective that would not 
provide for an increase in the strength of the Army, 
and at the same time add somewhat to the cost of 
maintaining it. He suid he had been in consultation 
with the officials of the War Department on the sub- 
ject, however, and the Committee would make an 
effort to carry some plan through. He said his Ar- 
tillery and Infantry bill would be made the basis of 
any action the Committee might take, though it would 
necessarily be greatly modified in many respects. He 
was not prepared in advance of some discussion of 
the matter in the Committee to give any outline of 
what the probable bill would be, except that it would 
not provide for a three-battalion formation of the 
infantry, and would not contain the artillery corps 
feature of his original bill. He said he was strongly 
in favor of a corps organization for the artillery, but 
would not insist upon it. He was, above all, enx- 
ious to improve the efficiency of the Army, and 
would gladly a*cept any measure that provided in 
any way for an improvement over the present sys- 
tem, whether it came up to what he thought would 
be best or not. He said his enly regret in leaving 
Congress was that he would not be able to carry out 
the projects that he had in mind for the enactment 
of legislation putting the Army of the United States 
on the most effective modern footing from top to 
bottom, including the revival of the grade of Licu- 
tenant-General, the reduction of the number of 





Major-Generals to one, and of Brigadier-Generals to 
six, and the complete reorganization of the Staff 


Corps and the artillery and infantry, together with 
an increase in the effective enlisted strength of the 
Army, so as to make it a skeleton and foundation 
which could be quickly expanded and built up into 
an efficient fighting force in time of war. 

If the immediate prospect for an increase of the 
Army is not brilliant, we may at least congratulate 
ourselves upon the appreciation of the Army and 
Army methods which appears to be growing in influ- 
ential quarters. There has been an active discus- 
sion in New York as to the expediency of putting 
the police under military control, and, as we chance 
to know, the names of distinguished officers on the 
retired list are being considered for important civil 
positions. The fact is recognized that Army methods 
are the best for securing order and honesty; and 
where they do not secure efficiency it is because a 
wise selection of men is not made. New York is 
undergoing one of its periodical campaigns for re- 
form, and those who have banded themselves to- 
gether for better government are striving to see how 
they can best secure the results of victory. Hence 
the consideration of improved methods. 

The address of Dr. Joseph Nimmo, Jr., before the 
National Statistical Association, which was recently 
presented to the President of the United States, con- 
tained a hearty indorSement of Generals Schofield 
and Howard’s recommendations for an increase of 
the Army. The committee appointed for the purpose 
of presenting the address consisted of the Hon. A. 
R. Spofford, Librarian of Congress; Prof. Clark, of 
the Bureau of Education, and Charles S. Hill, na- 
tional secretary of the Association. Dr. Nimmo bases 
his opinion as to such increase upon the ground that 
the American railroad system is vulnerable at every 
rail and switch and bridge, trestle and tunnel, its 
entire apparatus of repair being at all times subject 
to speedy demolition, and its very equipment readily 
convertible into instruments for its own destruction. 

The New York “Sun” recently published a state- 
ment that a number of workingmen, who were 
seated in the smoking car of an incoming Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad train, listened with apparent approval 
to one of their companions, who talked with a good 
deal of force about the war in China. “I don’t see,” 
the man said, “how we would be any better off than 
China is in case some well-equipped, first-class power 
should start in to whip us. The size of the country 
does not count for anything in the matter, one way 
or the other. Japan is a fly-speck, compared with 
China, but she has a modern army, a modern navy, 
and commanders of the latest type. If she were to 
turn her attention in the direction of America there 
is no reason why she could not make her way 
through this big country just as easily as she has 
through China. I was reading that the troop ships 
of Japan landed upward of 82,000 men in China. I 
would like to know what chance this country would 
have against an army of 82,000 well-drilled, profes- 
sional fighters. Our own Army consists of less than 
18,000 men, and the late war proved that the State 
militia and amateur soldiers are no good against 
professionals. We ought to have a big army in this 
country, and a bigger navy than we have, or some 
day we'll get licked. The proper way to prevent the 
Army from being used against the workingmen is to 
make it subject to the orders of Congress The 
workingmen will then see that the right sort of men 
go to Congress, so that the Army and the Navy can- 
not be used as a weapon against our own people.” 

The Army and Navy are now subject to the orders 
of Congress, as expressed in the only method Con- 
gress can act, which is by legislation. Thus they 
are the direct servants of the people, and the most 
efficient instruments for securing obedience to the 
popular judgment, whatever that may be. 

Not only has the agreement of the joint commit- 
tee of the two Naval Committees upon a personnel 
bill made the enactment of some legislation affect- 
ing the personnel of the Navy more probable during 
the present session of Congress, but the appointment 
of Representative Talbott, of Maryland, to be chair- 
man of the sub-committee on the Appropriation bill 
in the House Committee on Naval Affairs has made 
the outlook for the increase of the Navy, by the 
provision for more battleships and torpedo boats, 
more favorable. Mr. Geissenhainer, the new chair- 
man of the Committee, is himself in favor of con- 
tinuing the increase of the Navy, and in Mr. Talbott, 
as Chairman of the sub-committee on appropriations, 
he has a lieutenant who will incorporate in the bill 
the provisions for new battleships and torpedo boats 
advocated by the Secretary of the Navy. Mr. Tul- 
bott is a believer in the necessity of having a strong 
force of heavily armed and armored battleships to 
bring the Navy up to what it ought to be for either 
offensive or defensive operations, and both in the 
Committee and on the floor of the House, he will 
advocate the provision for more vessels without 
delay, so as to keep the plants engaged in naval 





construction in the United States in operation, and 
insure a gradual increase in the number of efficient 
vessels, until the fighting strength of the Navy is 
brought up to the standard demanded by prudence 
and made necessary by the great length of coast line 
and large number of harbors in the United States. 
Mr Talbott also appreciates thoroughly the neces- 
sity of immediately providing for a reserve supply of 
modern guns for the auxiliary c.ruisers, as recom- 
mended in the report of the Secretary of the Nary, 
and will incorporate in the bill a provision for the 
construction of a supvly of these weapons. One of 
the points made very clear in connection with the 
recent battle between the Japanese and Chinese 
navies off the mouth of the Yalu River is_ that, 
under certain circumstances, fast cruisers, armed 
with rapid-fire guns, can do very effective work 
against vessels very much their superior in armor 
and armament; and that battle goes far to show that 
auxiliary cruisers, such as the Paris and New York, 
of the. American line, if fitted with high-power, ranid- 
firing guns, and skillfully handled, can render effi- 
cient service in a naval battle, as well as prey upon 
the commerce of the enemy. 


Secretary Herbert has not yet issued the orders for 
the reduction of woodwork on board vessels of the 
Navy which he promised in his annual report. He 
still has the matter under consideration, and has 
added to his store of information on the subject a 
batch of opinions from Naval constructors, with an 
indorsement by Naval Constructor Hichborn. The 
opinions, as a rule, like those received from com- 
manders of vessels, favor elimination of combustible 
material. Chief-Constructor Hichborn believes that 
woodwork is indispensable on board men-of-war, and 
advocates its retention. It has been pointed out that 
the experiment of leaving out woodwork was tried 
years ago, and the result was failure. In the case 
of the old monitors “the absence of woodwork was 
the cause of a great deal of complaint on the part 
of both officers and men.” They declared that their 
health suffered on account of the moisture which 
came through the decks. It is said by those not in 
accordance with the Secretary’s views in this mat- 
ter, that similar results will be sure to follow in the 
case of our modern steel ships, should it be decided 
to remove the woodwork. 


Secretary Herbert has transmitted to the House 
of Representatives petitions from the officers and 
enlisted men of the U. S. S. Dolphin, and from the 
officers and men of the U. S. S. Franklin, praying 
for the amendment of the Act of Feb. 14, 1885, so aa 
to extend the retirement privileges of that act to the 
enlisted men of the Navy who have served thirty 
years or more on the same basis as the act now ex- 
tends that privilege to the enlisted men of the Army 
and the Marine Corps. In transmitting the petition 
from the Dolphin, Secretary Herbert said: “In for- 
warding the petition above mentioned, I desire to 
state that the object sought to be attained mects 
with the hearty approval of the Department, as there 
appears to be no valid reason why the enlisted force 
of the Navy should be discriminated against in this 
manner. Legislation of the character proposed 
would, in my opinion, be of vast benefit to the ser- 
vice, inasmuch as the hope of such reward would be 
an inducement to the enlisted men to make good 
records for themselves, and their general efficiency 
and value to the service at large would thereby be 
greatly increased. I have the honor, therefore, to 
recommend the enclosed petition to the favorable con- 
sideration of Congress.” 


A resolution offered in the Senate Dec. 10 by Sena- 
tor Call, of Florida, is to the effect that the disinte- 
gration of the ancient government and nationality 
of China would not be advantageous to the peace 
and civilization of the nations of the world, and that, 
therefore, all governments should unite with Japan 
and China for the settlement of the war. It was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign Relations. 
This resolution is hardly in keeping with the policy 
of our Government, or with the sentiments of its 
citizens. The disintegration or reorganization of the 
ancient government of China, we maintain, would be 
very much to the interest and advantage of the na- 
tions of the world. Japan is accomplishing a good 
work in a most able manner, and should not be in- 
terfered with. 


The Concord will probably ascend the Yang-tse- 
Kiang as far as Kin Chiang, about 45 miles above 
Shanghai. She is now at Wuhu, 300 miles inland. 
This will undoubtedly be a great safeguard to Ameri- 
can interests in the interior, and a protection to 
American citizens there. This cruiser draws but 14 
feet, and is admirably fitted for this work.

Lee-Metford has a 0.3803-inch bore, 
weighing 215 grains is used, sectional density 0.3546, 
specific gravity 10.484, and a muzzle velocity of 1,075 to 
2,000 foot-seconds. The bore of the Maennlicher is 0.256 
inch, with a bullet of 160 grains, sectional density 0.5455, 


specific gravity 10.404, and a muzzle velocity of 2,500 to 
2,400 foot-seconds. The Martini-Henry bore is 0.450 


inch, the weight of the bullet 480 grains, sectional density 
0.3386, specific gravity 10.916, and a muzzle velocity ot 
1,270 to 1,300 foot-seconds. Cordite was used to supply 
the energy for the trials, and muzzle velocities differing 
as much as 100 foot-seconds are recorded, The most 
ifference in this respect is that recorded of the Maenn- 
licher gun, the velocities of which fell off very consider- 
ably during the firing of 1,000 rounds, owing to the ero 
sion of the barrel. The report states that the main ad- 
vantage of the Maennlicher is the greater flatness of its 
trajectory, and consequently greater margin of effect 
at decisive ranges.

Fresh or green 
mud walls require to be at least 4 feet in thickness to 
stop bullets at any ranges. The new small-bore rifles, 
with their steel-coated bullets, were found to have much 
greater penetration than the Martini-Henry with its un- 
sheathed bullet at 1,500 yards. Of the sinall bores the 
respective penetrations are about equal, while at greater 
distances the Martini-Henry has the greater penetration.

The report of the Board of Visitors to the United States 
Military Academy, just submitted to Congress this week, 
proposes that Senators have the same privilege of nomina- 
tion to the academy each year as is possessed by members 
of the House of Representatives; that the President be 
authorized to nominate ten cadets annually at large; that 

ch official possessing the nominating power be author- 
ined to select two alternates; that a fuller English course 
be given; that the standard of admission be raised; that 
members of the Academic Board be given leave of ab- 
sense on full pay for six months or a year once in seven 
years, With a view to the study of their respective depart- 
ments at other institutions in this country and abroad; 
that 50 cavalry horses be purchased; that an approprta- 
tion of $40,000 be made for five sets of officers’ quarters, 
$17,000 for completing the reservoir, and $35,000 tor a 
rower on the academic building; that new buildings be 
erected upon a high and healthy site for soldiers’ families, 
and that the old buildings in Log Town be removed; that 
a chair of military hygiene be established; thut the gym- 
nastic course be extended to cover the entire course of the 
corps of cadets. 

In concluding its report, the board speaks in the highest 
terms of the administration of the academy. The board 
says: “It has found the officers and instructors men of 
high character and purpose, of professional ability and 
personal work. It has found the battalion of cadets a 
model of soldierly bearing, precision and skill, while in- 
dividually its members have impressed the board as young 
athletes in whom the lessons of love of country and de- 
vetion to duty, of discipline, honor and integrity, which 
ire part and parcel of their daily life at West Point, have 
already borne abundant fruit and will abide with them for 
il time. It has found in the Military Academy of the 
United States an institution of which the people may well 
be proud and which deserves the faith, confidence and full 
support of the entire nation.”

OBSERVATIONS OF AN ENGLISH OFFICER.

Captain Manifold 
makes an interesting comparison between our cavalry 
service and that of England. He says that ours presents 
a very different appearance from what is looked for in 
a smart cavalry service; that “there is a complete ab- 
sence of any outward form of smartness, but at riding 
and all kinds of equitation work the men are very good; 
the riding bareback and without reins is unsurpassed in 
any Army, while the leaping over a high bar under the 
same conditions is a severe test o¢ the training through 
which the men have passed. The horses are all thor- 
oughly schooled. Out of forty horses from a troop which 
was in the riding school at Fort Myer, every horse but 


one lay down on a given signal, and remained perfectly 


quiet on the ground till the signal to rise was given by 
the officer in charge of the ride. There is much to be 
seen in the stables and general management of the 
horses, and a great deal of practical knowledge is to be 
gained from the peculiarities of the saddlery and equip- 
ment.

ILLNESS OF ADJUTANT-GENERAL PORTER. 

Maj.-Gen. Josiah Porter, Adjutant-General of New 
York, was stricken with apoplexy on the evening of Dee. 
12, while returning from an entertainment of Co. G, of 
the 7th Regt. General Porter was on his way to his 
home, in Harlem, in company with Mr. J. Leach, of 
the Army and Navy Journal, and was taken ill on the 
Third Avenue Elevated Road, shortly after the train left 
Vth Street. Before 125th Street was reached, the General 
becyme entirely helpless and had to be carried out of the 
train by the guards, who laid him on the platform. There 
he was left alone with Mr. Leach, who tried to carry 
the General, who is a very heavy man, into the waiting 
room of the station, the ticket chopper and agent refus- 
ing any help. They assumed the case to be one of in- 
toxication, despite the fact that Mr. Leach explained hur- 
riedly that the General was taken il] on the train. Mr. 
Leach, having no help, was then forced to leave the Gen- 
eral lying on the elevated platform, while he ran down 
stairs to procure a cab, to take the General to his home, a 
few blocks from the station. With the aid of a couple of 
intelligent policemen, General Porter was carried down 
the stairs, placed in the cab and taken to his home, where 
medical assistance was summoned at once. We regret to 
learn, just before going to press, that Drs. Bryant and 
Pierce had decided that there is no hope of General 
lorter’s recovery. 

Within an hour from the time he received his fatal 
stroke General Porter had listened to a eulogy upon him 
pronounced by his successor in oflice, in a speech at Jae- 
ger’s. General MecAlpin declared that General Porter 
was the best Adjutant-General the State of New York 
had ever had. The generous and manly spirit in which 
the new Adjutant-General extolled the abilities and ser- 
vices of his predecessor was not less creditable to him 
than to General Porter. It must always remain a pleas- 
ant recollection with General MecAlpin as it is with all 
who heard what he said with the earnestness of evident 
sincerity. 





NAVAL MILITIA, NEW YORK. 

On Wednesday evening, Dec, 12, the First Naval Bat- 
talion of New York had a battalion drill, the Ist, 2d 
A large number of visitors assembled on the spar deck of 
A large number of visitors attended on the spar deck of 
the New Hampshire to witness the exercises, but they 
had reckoned without their host, for Commander Miller 
determined on a street march. The four divisions assem- 
bled in heavy marching equipment, and were mustered 
on board and then formed on the dock, The_ report 
was spread that the drill was to take place at the (1st 
Regiment armory, and many of the deluded followed 
the battalion through the sloppy streets for blocks be- 
fore they discovered their mistake. The battalion pre- 
sented quite an imposing appearance on the dock, The 
men had responded to the call with their wonted enthusi- 
asm, and there were only few skeleton fours. The line 
of march was as follows: From the New Hampshire 
over 28th street to First avenue, down to 26th street and 
over to Madison avenue, up to 32d street and over 32d 
street to Lexington avenue, and down Lexington avenue 
to 26th street, thence back to the New Hampshire. 

Commander Miller proved himself to be a most efficient 
officer, and handled the battalion in an able manner 
through a variety of manoeuvres. He was well seconded 
by Exceutive Office Kent. When one takes into ac- 
count the fact that many of the men had not gone through 
this drill, except on ship-board, and some in only the 
squad formation, Wednesday night’s performance re- 
flects great credit upon the officers, and is a sufficient in- 
dication of the intelligence of the enlisted foree. It is a 
very different matter to handle a battalion or a com- 
pany in dark and obstructed streets than on a parade 
ground or a well-lighted armory. They moved off by 
the right flank, column of fours, with the artillery in 
the rear. This formation was varied by column of com- 
panies, column of sections and battalion square and the 
street riot formation. In company front the lines were 
good, The battalion square formation swept some of the 
narrower streets from fence to fence, and carried way- 
farers, pedestrians and occasionally a few cursing and 
tren policemen with it, in spite of themselves. The 
squares were executed, as far as could be seen, in good 
style,and the officers did not appear to lose their heads. 
Once the first company went through “Sections right and 
left turn” and deployed across a side street to protect 
the battalion as it passed. This was fairly well done. 
The company executing this movement forms in the 
rear, and is therefore out of place. The movement should 
have been executed by the other companies in turn, 
As it was, the first company had to be brought up in 
double time, and the march was delayed. Another thing 
noticed in one of the companies on the march back were 
that the tall men were in the centre, which would indi- 
cate that the company had gone “right front into line’ 
from a “right by section” formation, or vice versa. ‘The 
darkness and the crowd made it impossible to detect all 
defects or to appreciate those movements which were 
well done.

Massachusetts. 


From the report of the Inspector-General of Massachusetts 
for the year 1894 we make the following extracts: 

Armory inspections found most of the companies in good 
condition. The performance of duty at encampments is 
rated in the report as “‘good.”” At ramps an earnest desire to 
perferm full duty was apparent. More attention was given 
to care and arrangement of quarters than heretofore; guard 
duty was improved over former years, and, while main guards 
as a rule were found to be well instructed, regimental guards 
ban as good, and did not receive the attention they 
should. 

During the year commanding officers have, in most cases, 
used their power to rid the force of useless officers and poor 
material among the enlisted men. Good results have come 
from their action, and the policy should be continued until 
it is well established that the Massachusetts militia is no 
place for showy, useless officers and enlisted men who do not 
respect their oath and the service. 

Brigade Headquarters: The work of these headquarters 
has been well performed as a rule, but the question arises 
whether or no the non-commissioned staff of brigades shon!d 
not be abolished as permanent appointments, and details 
made from the line of meritorious soldiers. 

Referring to the several commands of the State, the In- 
spector-General, among other things, says. The Ist Infantry 
is in good condition, showing earnest, progressive work. The 
2d Infantry is in good condition as a whole. The 5th In- 
fantry is In good condition, except three companies. This 
regiment has well performed its work and maintained a 
good standard. The 6th Infantry has shown marked im- 
provement during the year. 8th Infantry: In passing upon 
the condition of this regiment, the Department feels that 
due allowance must be made for the ditficulties through which 
it has passed previous to the administration of the pres- 
ent commander. It is a grave question with this Depart- 
ment whether a general weeding out would not be advisable. 
The 9th Infantry, as a whole, performed good work during 
the year. This regiment needs to be disciplined in some re- 
spects, and poor officers should give way to better. 

Naval Brigade: The Ist Battalion of this command, dur- 
ing armory inspection, was not in good condition. The 2d 
Battalion has maintained a good standard, as a whole. The 
commanding officer of this brigade deserves praise for the 
time and earnest work put in by him to reclaim that part 
of his brigade which had fallen behind. 

The Ist Corps of Cadets has maintained in every respect 
its standard of efficiency, and is in excellent condition. The 
2d Corps of Cadets is in good condition, as a whole. 

The ist Battalion of cavalry has performed good work dur- 
ing the past year. More time given to the small details, 
which go to make the cavalry soldier, would be beneficial. 

The ist Battalion, light artillery, shows marked improve- 
ment over former years. Notwithstanding the inferior and 
obsolete equipment which it has, the battalion has progressed. 
It is hoped that the national government will be able to 
furnish modern equipment for these batteries during the 
coming year. Battery A, light artillery: This battery is 
not in a satisfactory condition; the internal administration is 
not good, 

Ambulance Corps: This organization has done excellent 
work during the year, and is in excellent condition. 

Signal Corps: With indifferent equipment, which cannot be 
improved except by the national government, these corps 
have well performed their work, but unless greater facili- 
ties be given with proper equipment for signaling, the work 
should be turned over to regiments, and the corps consoli- 
dated as an Engineer Corps. 

As the average town does not, and cannot, give the sup- 
port to companies that is required to maintain the most effi- 
cient organizations, it is believed that battalions under one 
roof in large cities is desirable; better personnel of officers 
and men will be obtained, the battalion will become a unit, 
local pride will keep the organization at a high standard, 
and the law should be that the major commanding the bat- 
talion should be a resident of the city where the battalion 
is located.

Georgia. 


The Georgia Hussars, Troop A, 1st Regiment Cavalry, 
and Co. E, lst Regiment Inf., Georgia Vo.unteers, two of the 
most active o1ganizations in the State troops, engaged in tar- 
get practice on Thanksgiving Day. The Hussars went to the 
“Hermitage,” Lieut. McAlpin's beautiful winter home, about 
two miles west of Savannah, on the river, and shot for 
prizes with the pistol at 50 yards. The Troop medal and first 
prize was won by Private C. S. Richmond; second prize by 
Private C, A. Gibbes; third by Ist Sergeant J. ©. Postell. 
After the practice was completed, the men engaged in an at- 
tack on a fine oyster roast, which was very much enjoyed. 
Lieut. McAipin entertained the officers at dinner. 

The cadets (Co, E, 1st Inf.) went to a range near the city 
(Savannah) and practiced at 200 and 300 yards. They had out 
46 men. Major Edward Karrow spent Thanksgiving Day in 
Statesboro, where he inspected the Kell Rifles, Co. G, 1st Inf. 
The company passed a very creditable inspection, and if 
given any encouragement will make an excellent coumpany. 
Major A. R. Lawton, Jr., inspected the Pooller Light Infan- 
try, Co. F, Ist Inf., at Pooler, and the company showed up 
splendidly. The Major complimented the officers of this com- 
pany on the quickness and snap of the drilling and on the 
excellent discipline. 

The funeral exercises of ex-Governor Jos. E. Brown, which 
occurred in Atlanta, Dec. 3, were attended with military 
pomp and ceremony and brought a large crowd to the city. 
On Sunday morning a guard, consisting of Capt. Jos. Van 
Holt Nash, Sth Inf., as officer of the day; Lieut. 8S. H. 
Askew, Jr., 5th Inf., officer of the guard; two sergeants, 
four corporals and eight men each from Cos. A, B, O, D and 
the machine gun platoon of the 5th Infantry, was mounted 
in the grounds of the State Capitol, and, with the field and 
staff and the officers of the companies stationed in the city, 
poceeded to the residence on Washington St. to escort the 
remains to the capitol, where the body lay in state for 24 
hours. As soon as the body was placed on the pedestal pre- 
pared in the rotunda, the corporals and men were assigned to 
reliefs and posts, and the first relief posted; both corporals 
and men understood their duties and performed them credit- 
ably. Special orders were strictly but politely enforced, and 
no trouble was experienced in handling the crowd which 
surged through the building all day. There was some con- 
fusion in assigning the men and posting the first relief. owing 
to the fact that specified places for and the number of the posts 
had not been previous.y fixed upon. Wxcepting this, the reliefs 
were posted promptly, the corporals handling their men as if 
accustomed to command. After the first 12 hours, Capt. E. 
W. Hewitt and Lieut. Edgar Aldred relleved Captain Nash and 
Lieutenant Askew, as officer of the day and officer of the 
guird. On Monday afternoon the interment took place. The 
5th Regiment of Infantry, with its machine gun, platoon and 
band, one troop of cavalry, and one battery of artillery, were 
ordered to parade as the funeral escort. As transportation 
could not be obtained, Cos. BE, F, G and I, whose stations are 
out of the city, could not be present; this made the battalions 
appear rather small, but as this is a two-battalion regi- 
ment, it did not change the formation; there being three 
companies in the first batta'ion and two in the second. The 
regiment formed promptly at 2 p. m., Lieut.-Col. A. P. Wooe 
ward commanding, Colonel Candler being marshal of the day; 
but the religious exercises Kept the troops waiting in front of 
the Capite! for an hour or more. The escort was formed as 
follows: The marshal and his staff, Troop B, ist Battalion 


Georgia Cavalry; Atlanta Artillery (mounted), then the regi. 
ment with the machine gun platoon and band; this is the 
only enlisted band in the State, and the regiment is justly 
proud of it. The crowds seemed to show their annreciation 
of the regiment as it returned from the cemetery after the In- 
terment, and Atlanta as a rule is not as enthusiastic over her 
troops as she might be. This regiment is a very young or. 
ganization, and as five of the companies are out of town.it does 
not get together very often; with the exception of the last 
camp, this is the third time it has ever paraded. The com. 
panies present paraded from 12 to 20 files each and the band 
made an excellent showing. 

Governor Atkinson has named his staff, reappointing 
Adjutant-General Kell and all the Chiefs of Department sery. 
ing under the last administration. The assistants in each de. 

artments hold over with their chiefs. The personnel ts: Col, 
John McIntosh Kell, of Sunny Side, Adjutant-General; 1st 
Lieut. C. B. Satterlee, 34 Art., U. S. A., detailed to duty with 
the troops of the State. Inspector-General; Col. James W, 
Austin, of Atlanta, Judge Advocate General; Col. A. J. West, 
of Atlanta, Quartermaster-General: Col. C. E. Battle, of Co- 
lumbus, Commissory-General; Col. Napoleon G. Gewinner. of 
Macon, Surgeon-General, and 69 aides-de-camp. The annoint- 
ments all meet the approval of the entire force. with the 
possible exception of these 69 aides, for whom there fs no 
necessity. Rut the Governor seems to be afraid the “Georgia 
Colonel” will die out. 

Just now, Co. B, 24 Regt. Inf., G. V.. is the toast not only 
of the Volunteers. but of the people as well. Capt. ©. Q. 
Carnes. commanding this company. was recently ordered to 
assemble his command immediately and hold it In readiness 
to proceed at once from its station at Macon to Monticello, 
to protect a prisoner in the hands of the sheriff. Within 25 
minutes after the receipt of the order. Captain Cornes had 
20 men tn his armory. ready to move, and within 50 minutes 
he had 55 men equipped and ready to take the train for 
Monticello. 

Any government might be proud of such troops, but the 
Legislature, now in sesston. has refused to appropriate the 
usual meagre amount of $20,000 a year for the maintenance of 
the troops. It seems that this august body thinks that the 
Volnnteers should serve the State not only without any snp- 
port whatever, and at a loss of both time and money to the 
officers and men, bnt that the troons themselves must new ont 
of their own Individnal pockets the legitimate expense in- 
eurred in sustaining the organization. Some of the members 
have gone so far as to declare on the floor of the House that 
“the State needs no militia: the militia of this State has not 
fired a gun on riot duty in the Ist 129 years.’’ Tt is to he in- 
ferred that the gentleman would have the militia to go ont 
and shoot somebody. Public oninion and the vress of the en- 
tire State are speaking ont boldly in favor of the appropria- 
tion, and it Is to be hoped that when the general appropria- 
tion bill reaches the Senate. that hodv will amend it so as to 
allow at least the old amount of $20,000 annually.

Will it be a division and three brigades, or two brigades 
and no division, or neither. is the all-important talk of the 
hour In military circles just now. TU. S. Army officers, also 
O. N. G. officers, stationed at Columbns. are quoted as sayine 
there should he a Division Commander and three Brigade 
Commanders. divided as follows: 1st. 21 and 3d Reets.. 1st 
Rrigade;: 14th and 17th Regts.. also 9th Battalion, 2d Brigade; 
5th, &th and 16th Regts., 8d Brigade: cavalry ond artillery un 
attached. Shovld the above formation he formed, it goes 
withont saying Gen. H. A. Axline . the hustler of Ohio’s Adjn- 
tant-Generals. would be tendered the Maitor-Generalship, and 
all agree he wonld fill the nlace with credit to the State and 
entire satisfaction to the Guard. Shonld General Axline de- 
celine the honor, we hear it said Col. C. B. Hunt. of the Ist 
Reet., would no doubt be chosen, on acconnt of his war rec- 
ord and as the ranking commanding officer in the State. 
Colonels Gyger,. of the 8th, Coit. of the 14th. and Bunker, of 
the 16th, are spoken of for Brigade Commanders. Shonld, how- 
ever, there he but two brigades, there would he some hot 
work done for the Brigade Commandershin, and, no doubt, 
some feeling aroused. Not a few but the Colonels of the 24. 
Rd, Sth, 16th snd 17th Reets. are down as In opposition te 
brigade formation at this time, or even general or brigade en- 
campments, until the Legislature makes appropriations for 
such camps and division: also, brigade headquarters. As 
regimental headquarters were at an extra expense at their 
several Chicago camps of 1893. and no eamp of instruction for 
1894, it has much rednueed their regimental funds, for as is the 
eustom In the Ohio National Guard, the regiments receive 
from $500 to $1.000 bonus from the citv having the location of 
the regiment, for the summer encampPment.~ This the regi- 
ments would greatly miss, should there he a general of brig- 
ade encampment, and companies would, as heretofore, be 
assessed for brigade or general headquarters, and they very 
earnestly protest against assessments, as they assess them- 
selves the year round fer company equipment not furnished by 
the State. In fact, nearly all officers, and many in the ranks 
go down in their pockets to serve the State and benefit the 
Guard, and daily sacrifice time. business engagements, also 
recreation and employment—yes, even means of support—in 
doing so. Then it is also given out that should a division and 
brigades be ordered, it would take at least $1.000 for division 
headquarters and $500 for brigade headquarters per annum; 
and as is too well known, members of the Legislature dislike 
to vote for more of an appropriation for the Guard, owing to 
conditions of money matters at the present time. Were the 
Guard, asa whole, to vote on the subject, at least 5,000 of the 
6,000 would vote against it, as they all say, let Ohio appropri- 
ate first more money for needed equipment for the men in the 
ranks. Then, also, there would be camp pay, transportation 
and subsistence of division and brigade staffs, equal in 
amount of a regiment. Last, but not least, all agree that one 
brigade encampment in five years, and one general encamp- 
ment in 10 years, is enough, if needed at all, as the Guard Is 
seldom, if ever, cal'ed ont in numbers crevter than a reciment 
for any locality. and that suitable grounds cannot be had in 
Ohio to successfully manoenver troops in a body greater than 
regiments. If above be true, and we hear it daily, why not 
drop the idea. and work for more and better equipment for 
the entire O. N. G.
